Mattapoisett  Selectmen's  Meeting 

February  9, 1999 

By  Kenneth  J.  Souza 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  February  9 
at  7:06  pm  by  Chairman  Paul  E.  Lambalot.  Also 
present  were  Selectman  Barry  Denham  and  Executive 
Secretary  Carol  Adams.  Selectman  Michele  Bernier  was 
not  present  for  the  meeting. 

The  board  first  met  with  Peter  Elen  who  pre- 
sented the  town  fathers  with  a  petition  signed  by  184 
Mattapoisett  residents  to  request  that  Marion  residents 
not  be  allowed  to  shellfish  commercially  in 
Mattapoisett  waters.  The  petition  also  requests  that 
Rochester  residents  be  limited  to  a  single  permit  in 
either  Mattapoisett  or  Marion,  but  not  both  communi- 
ties. 

"I  feel  this  is  not  (right)  for  the  commercial 
shellfishermen,"  Mr.  Elen  said.  "They  can  come  into 
Mattapoisett  and  cut  into  family  quotas.  This  is  unfair 
to  everyone  who  fishes  in  the  area." 

According  to  Mr.  Elen  and  Ms.  Adams,  the 
rules  governing  shellfishing  in  Mattapoisett  were 
changed  around  1977  or  1978  to  allow  Marion  and 
Rochester  residents  equal  access.  Since  that  time, 
however,  the  shellfish  population  in  Mattapoisett

waters  has  decreased,  making  it  difficult  for  families  to 
get  their  fair  share. 

"I  spoke  to  (Marion  Executive  Secretary)  Ray 
Pickles  today,  and  he  said  that  it  has  been  many  years 
since  Marion  residents  were  not  allowed  (to  fish)  in 
Mattapoisett,"  Ms.  Adams  said. 

Mr.  Elen  also  noted  that  Marion  has  since 
disallowed  Mattapoisett  residents  from  commercial 
shellfishing  in  their  waters. 

"I've  seen  people  struggle  all  day  just  to  get  a 
half  bushel  of  scallops,"  Mr.  Elen  said.  "Let's  face  it, 
what  are  you  going  to  get  out  of  it?  Three  or  four 
pounds  of  meat?  The  limit  really  should  be  a  bushel 
and  a  half  (for  family  permit  holders)." 

"I  feel  that  if  we  aren't  allowed  to  shellfish  in 
Marion,  they  shouldn't  be  allowed  to  shellfish  in 
Mattapoisett,"  Selectman  Denham  agreed.  "Marion  did 
the  right  thing  ...  we  just  didn't  follow  suit." 

"Not  that  I  have  anything  against  Marion," 
Chairman  Lambalot  said,  "but  1  think  we  should  limit

The  board  received  a  memo  from  Building 
Inspector  Andrew  Bobola  regarding  a  recent  inquiry 
from  the  Commission  on  Disabilities.

from  Town  Clerk  Lois  Ennis,  who  offered  to  serve  as 
the  town's  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA) 
coordinator  at  no  cost  to  the  town.

The  board,  however,  agreed  to  wait  until 
Selectman  Bernier  was  present  to  officially  consider 
Ms.  Ennis'  appointment  as  the  town's  ADA  Coordina- 
tor.

until  Selectman  Cutler  returned  and  pending  further 
clarification  on  the  permit  parameters.  "I'm  not 
comfortable  with  voting  on  something  unless  I  know 
what  it's  about,"  Selectman  Ryan  said. 

At  7:05  pm  the  board  met  with  Lucy  Loomis  of 
the  Plumb  Memorial  Library  to  discuss  their  application 
for  a  grant  to  cover  the  initial  design  and  planning  stage 
of  the  library  expansion  project.  Although  Ms.  Loomis 
noted  that  this  year  seemed  to  be  a  demanding  year  for 
town  projects,  this  type  of  grant  is  only  offered  every  few 
years. 

"The  reason  we're  applying  for  (the  grant)  now  is 
they're  available,"  she  said.  "They  only  come  up  every 
five  or  six  years  ...  this  is  the  first  time  they've  been 
offered  since  I  started  working  (at  the  library).  The 
Library  Trustees  felt  that  although  it  may  not  be  the  most 
opportune  time  for  the  town,  we  have  to  apply  while  we 
can. 

Ms.  Loomis  said  the  matching  state  grant  of 
$20,000  would  require  the  town  to  contribute  one-quarter 
of  the  total  planning  and  engineering  costs,  or  $10,000. 
She  plans  to  prepare  an  article  for  the  upcoming  Annual 
Town  Meeting  warrant  to  cover  this  expense.  Next  year 
they  hope  to  also  apply  for  a  grant  to  cover  the 
construction  portion  of  the  expansion  project  —  and  will 
actively  work  with  the  Friends  of  the  Plumb  Memorial 
Library  on  fund-raising  efforts  to  supplement  the  costs.

Selectman  Ryan  agreed  to  participate.  "Just  let  me 
know  when  you're  meeting  and  I'll  make  myself 
available,"  she  said. 

Under  the  Executive  Secretary's  report,  Mr. 
Huntoon  noted  that  he's  been  working  with  Ms.  Loomis 
on  designing  the  Rochester  Town  Newsletter,  which  he 
hopes  to  get  out  to  residents  by  the  beginning  of  March.

Porter  (no  first  name),  the  anti-hero  of  Payback,  is  the 
least  detestable  fish  in  a  sea  of  sharks.  Which  doesn't  make 
him  a  great  guy:  he's  cold,  borderline  sadistic,  and  generally 
a  callous  bastard.  If  Porter  were  at  the  center  of  a  clever  little 
art-house  thriller,  perhaps  played  by  Kevin  Spacey  or  Steve 
Busceml,  nobody  would  bat  an  eye.  But  Payback  Is  a 
Hollywood  movie  starring  Mel  Gibson,  whose  heroes  of  late 
have  usually  been  noble  or  llkably  goofy;  Porter  Is  neither. 
It's  a  return  to  basics  for  Gibson,  who  came  to  International 
prominence  as  the  grim-faced  Mad  Max,  and  It's  also  a  risk 
that  perhaps  only  as  big  a  star  as  Gibson  could  have  taken. 

The  risk  works.  Payback  Is  a  gray  and  ornery  comedy 
of  bad  manners,  In  which  our  only  clue  that  Porter  Is  the 
hero  Is  that  Gibson's  playing  him.  The  plot,  based  on  an 
early  novel  by  "Richard  Stark"  (I.e.,  Donald  Westlake  — 
1967's  Point  Blank  was  also  derived  from  it),  is  another 
return  to  basics.  Porter  has  been  shot  In  the  back  and 
robbed  of  his  $70,000  share  of  stolen  money;  now  he  wants 
it  back.  He  doesn't  want  less  than  $70, 000;  he  doesn't  want 
more  than  $70,000.  Why  so  fussy?  Because  someone  was 
willing  to  kill  him  to  steal  It  from  him;  that  magic  number 
is  what  Porter's  betrayer  figured  his  life  was  worth. 

This  stuff  has  been  done  before  —  It  was  done  many 
times  before  and  after  Point  Blank  —  but  sometimes  style 
and  attitude  make  all  the  difference.  Rookie  director  Brian 
Helgeland  (who  won  an  Oscar  last  year  for  co-writing  LA. 
Confidential)  and  clnematographer  Ericson  Core  drain 
Porter's  world  of  almost  all  color,  everything,  including 
flesh,  looks  blue-gray  and  cold  to  the  touch.  Payback  also 
unfolds  In  a  universe  where  time  literally  seems  to  have  no

meaning:  Sometimes  the 
attitudes  are  very  '90s, 
sometimes  very  '80s, 
sometimes  even  '60s,  and 
people  are  always  seen 
using  rotary  phones  (even 
In  a  car!).  Helgeland,  who 
also  wrote  the  script 
(Gibson  later  brought  in 
Mad  Max's  Terry  Hayes  to 
rework  the  ending),  seems 
to  have  shaped  the  movie 
as  a  tribute  to  bad-ass  cinema  from  all  decades  and  also  all 
countries  —  like  Ronln,  it  feels  more  European  than 
American. 

Gibson  hardly  even  cracks  a  smile  here,  yet  there's 
humor  in  his  consistent  irritability  and  no-nonsense  attitude 
(as  In  Mad  Max  Beyond  Thunderdome);  If  the  movie  flops, 
the  entertainment  pundits  will  chide  Gibson  for  departing 
from  his  loopy  Lethal  Weapon  persona  —  as  If  the  hero  of 
that  series  hadn't  started  out  as  a  suicidal,  alcoholic  wreck 
before  gradually  getting  cutesified.  I  do  wonder,  though, 
why  Gibson  seems  to  have  a  torture  scene  written  into  every 
script;  didn't  Braveheart  satisfy  his  masochistic  streak? 

Aside  from  Gibson,  Payback  is  a  wonderfully  wretched 
hive  of  scum  and  villainy.  William  Devane,  as  a  bigwig  in 
"the  outfit"  (mob)  .play  s  his  role  as  a  soft-spoken,  reasonable 
CEO;  Kris  Kristofferson,  as  an  even  bigger  bigwig,  plays  his 
as  a  pulp-fiction  variation  on  his  crueTsheriff  in  Lone  Star; 
James  Coburn  pops  into  the  movie  as  yet  another  bigwig 
with  a  taste  for  fine  suits  that  exceeds  his  taste  for  violence; 
David  Paymer  Is  great  as  usual,  as  a  rabbity  smack  dealer. 
And  it's  always  great  to  see  Gregg  Henry,  a  veteran  of 
several  Brian  De  Palma  films  (notably  Body  Double);  having 
accepted  that  his  sourball  features  prevent  him  from 
playing  anything  but  sleazoids,  he's  perfected  it  His 
character,  who  gets  off  on  being  beaten  by  a  domlnatrix  and 
cringes  before  Devane's  calm  assessment  of  his  status  in 
the  outfit,  is  the  freshest  creation  In  the  movie.  Maybe  In  an 
art-house  version  of  Payback,  Gregg  Henry  would  play 
Porter,  as  It  is,  he's  the  movie's  wild  card,  and  Helgeland  or 
Gibson  (whoever  was  smart  enough  to  hire  him)  may  have 
kick-started  a  deserving  career.
